The Sherman law was 
eepecially designed to reach combinations, or 
trusts, as they were literally formed in the 
manner then in vogue. Of late years it has 
become the fashion to organize a separate 
corporation, which is generally capitalized 
for more than the aggregate of the stock 
of the companies it is proposed to amalga- 
mate.

It is to 
cetermine this point as speedily as possible 
that the attorney general has made his 
formal certificate, as required by the new 
law, thus wiping out months, and possibly 
years, of tedious litigation.

Things move so fast in this country that 
most people have forgotten by this time the 
details of the organization of the Northern 
Securities company and why the United 
States government has attacked it. During 
the early part of 1901 the Northern Pacific 
and Great Northern railroads owned and 
operated two parallel competing transconti- 
nental lines running from the great lakes to 
the Pacific ocean. The two roads, with an 
evident purpose in view, united in the pur- 
chase of the total capital stock of the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy railroad, and 
purchased 8,000 miles of additional line, also 
competing for the enormous sum of $200,- 
000,000 of their bonds. 

Having wiped, out the Burlington line the 

two northern transcontinental roads pro- 
ceeded to wipe themselves out. They organ- 
ized the Northern Securities company under 
the laws of New Jersey, of course, and there- 
upon proceeded to exchange stock at the 
rate of 115 shares of Northern Securities for 
each 100 shares of Northern Pacific and 180 
shares of the controlling corporation for each 
100 shares of Great Northern. 
The capital of the Northern’ Securities 
company was nominally $400,000,000, al- 
though the amount subscribed was only $30,- 
000, This total capital of the controlling 
company was sufficient to take up the par 
value of the capital stock of both the Great 
Northern and the Northern Pacific railroad 
companies and to give them in addition a 
bonus of $122,000,000. 

This was the famous merger which did 
away with the trustee, and which was in- 
vented by a number of high priced lawyers 
for the express purpose of evading the Sher- 
man law. The government claims that the 
Northern Securities company is nothing 
more or less than a trustee, and that the 
whole device was invented to stifie competi- 
tion, and is therefore obnoxious to law.

Some of the cuts made in that office were: 

_ The salary fund was cut $90,000 from what 
it was last year. 

The appropriation for dieting the jail pris- 
oners was cut from $42,000 to $25,000. 

Righty-eight employés were cut off, sixty- 
eight positions being abolished, and twenty 
employés transferred to the department of 
public service. 

Of the sixty-eight positions abolished ten 
were of deputies and twenty-five bailiffs. 
The others were watchmen, janitors, and 
other employés. 

No custodians were provided for the county 
or criminal court building.

When he had reached 
the front of the stage the president bowed 
slightly and then waiked over to the seat 
reserved for him behind the reading desk. ‘ 

Chairman Bowne then announced the 
hymn “ Blow Ye the Trumpet, Blow,” by 
Charlies Wesley. Bishop Cyrus D. Foss of 
Philadelphia then led the meeting in prayer, — 
closing with the Lord’s Prayer, in which 4 
mighty volume of voices joined. Mr. Bowne 
made a short address, in which he said that 
Methodism is constantly growing, except 
possibly in a few effete cities on the Atlantic — 
seaboard. 


Purpose of Meeting Is Told. 

In speaking of the meeting and its purpose 
Mr. Bowne said: “ We are just a little bit 
ahead of time tin this celebration, which was 
to have occurred on the bicentennial of Wes- 
ley’s birth, but this day was chosen by our 
president, and under the circumstance, where 
we are figuring centuries, a few days dont 
count for much. 

“I regret exceedingly that we could not 
accommodate all of our friends. If Andrew 
Carnegie had known more of Wesley and 
Methodism he would have built this halla 
good deal larger. We will forgive Mr. Caz- 
negie, however, if he goes on giving pubile 
libraries and throws in a church now and 
then.’’ 

Mr. Bowne then introduced President 
Roosevelt, the audience rising to greet him. 


Address of the President. 
President Roosevelt, after expressing his 


pleasure at being chosen to speak on the oc- 
casion of the two hundredth anniversary of 
Wesley’s birth, reviewed the history of the 
Methodist church and the other denomina- 
tions In the early days of the United States. 


For a century after the declaration of in- 


dependence, the president said, the greatest 


work, except that of Lincoln, was the work 
of the pioneers. 
“Such men,” 


continued the president, 


‘‘ make the most efficient servants of the Lord 
if their abounding vitality and energy are 
directed aright, and if misdirected their tn- 


fluence is equally potent against the cause of 


Christianity and true civilization. If left to 


himself, without moral teaching and moral 


guidance, without any of the influences that 


tend toward the uplifting of man and the 
subduing of the brute within him, sad would 
have been his, and therefore our, fate. From 
thig fate we have been largely rescued by the 
fact that together with the rest of the

Parks, health officer, yesterday reported 
there were sixty cases in the town, and that 
all of them resulted from bad water. He 
warned residents to be careful in the drink- 
ing water they used.

DRESS SUIT STOLEN UNDER NOSES 
OF ROOSEVELT GUARD. 


Gotham Clergyman Loses Clothes in 

Which He Expected to Dine with 
the President of the United States, 
While Two Secret Service Men, 
Four Detectives, and a Dozen 
Mounted and Unmounted Patrol- 
men Look On, 


New York, Feb. 26.—[Special.]—Under the 
noses of two United States secret service 
men, four of the best detectives in the local 
detective bureau, and a dozen mounted and 
unmounted policemen who were watching 
for anarchists, the evening clothes of the 
Rev. E. 8. Tipple, one of the committee of 
Methodists who met President Roosevelt on 
his arrival here late this afternoon, were 
stolen in front of the residence of Samuel W, 
Bowne of 35 West Fifty-seventh street short- 
ly after the president entered the Bowne 
home at 5:30 o'clock. The practical man who 
got the goods had loitered about the vestibule 
with the detectives for fifteen minutes. 

The Rev. Mr. Tipple lives at 300 West 
Eighty-fifth street. When he left his home 
this afternoon with Mr. Bowne to go to Jer- 
sey City to meet the pyesident he told his 
wife to send his dress clothes to Mr. Bowne’s 
house between 5 and 6 o'clock.

He was sent 
to Mr. Bowne’s house with a suit case con- 
taining the evening clothes of the clergyman, 
and when he arrived there he found a crowd 
in front of the house.

One More Death and Several New Cases

Last year the appropriation for this account 
was $1,000,000, divided proportionally among 
the different wards.

wages which will have to be paid. 
What Increased Wages Means. - 

Last year the price for teams was $3.504 
day. Now the city has to pay $4. Thatitem 
means $90,000 more a year. Last year the 
price of street labor was $1.25a day. Nowit 
is $1.50, and that thé cheapest. The differ- 
ence there is $65,000 a year. To add to this 
situation the teamsters are now demanding 
$4.50 a day, which would mean another $90,- 
000, and the day laborers $1.75, which would 
mean $65,000 more. 

So far as the laborers go, the work being 
easy and not demanding good men, it is not 
thought there will be any necessity of pa 
more than $1.50 a day: As to the teamsters 
however, it is felt that some increase must 
be granted and a compromise may be made 
at $4.25. This would mean $45,000 more for 
teaming work, which, with $90,000 on this 
account and the $65,000 for day labor already 
conceded, would make a total of $200,000 more 
to do the same amount of street cleaning this 
year as last. : 

When the finance committee assembied it 
found it could not make the Increase in this 
fund of $250,000 which it had started out to do, 
and so the appropriation was put down tothe 
old $1,000,000, despite the fact it would cost 
20 per cent more to do the work. 


Gold Brick for the Police. . 


The increase in the policemen’s pay which 
was so generously promised by the aldermen 
at the last meeting of the council was dis- 
posed of in short order. The committee de- 
cided that, inasmuch as there was no money 
available to make the increage, and the po- 
licemen seemed to want it, the easiest way 
out of the difficulty was to ehange the pay 
of patrolmen from $1,000 to $1,100 a yearand 
give each patrolman thirty days’ vacation 
without pay. The result of this, of course. 
is that one month's pay, $90, will be deducted 
from the $1,100, and the patrolman gets in 
actual cash just $10 more than he did last 
year. He gets a month's vacation besides, 
however, which amounts to something to 
some of them. So far as the higher officers 
go, their requests for more pay were not 
even considered. 


Fire Force to Get.$40,000 More. 


For the fire department it was decided 
that $40,000 more than last.year could be 
granted, but the money is for the purpose 
of installing new companies in downtown 
houses. There will be nothing in the form 
of an increase of pay for any member of 
the department. 

The estimate of the city attorney. for 
$90,000 for his department was cut to $35,000, 
and the sums set aside for the health and 
electrical departments are the same as last 

ear. 
cane the emoluments of the city treasurer 
there was considerable discussion. One 
proposition was ‘to increase the 
salary of this officer to $12,000 o¢ $15,000 
a year and have all the interest money 
turned over to the city, but this was de- 
cided to be impracticable on account of the 
legal question as to whether it would not 
amount to a releasc of ihe treasurer's bond 
in case of a shortage. At length it was 
decided to make the reduction to 30 pes 
cent of the interest already agreed on # 
per cent with the chance tha* it will Be re- 
duced to 25 per cent. Thfs last figure would 
give the new city treasurer a little over 
$20,000 a year after his office expenses are 
paid, with about .100,000 of the inte:est 
money going to the city. 


Improvements Board Cut $140,000. 
As the appropriation bill stood last night 
the board of local improvements was cut 
$140,000. This is the most serious blow given 
any department, and is taken to mean that 
in the opinion of the finance committee this 
department has largely outlived its useful- 
ness. 

So far as new bridges and such matters are 
concerned the committee never took the 
trouble of considering them. 

One contingent appropriation is in the bill. 
It is for $20,000 for a plant at the bridewell 
for the purpose of treating wooden paving 
blocks with creosote. As it depends on hav- 
ing the money left over after all other 
charges are paid no one expects the plant to 
be built this year. 

With all this, the bill in its present form is. 
as stated, $900,000 in excess of the estimated 
income of the city. Whether the committee 
at its meeting today can bring it within the

Albert Knapp Tells Police of 
Hamilton, 0., He Choked 
| ‘Them to Death. 


ALL VICTIMS ARE WOMEN. 


Two of Them Were His Wives ; 


Denies He Murdered An- 
other Spouse. — 


Hamilton, O., Feb. 26.—[Special.]—Albert 
Knapp, who yesterday confessed to the mur- 
der of his third wife, Hannah, tonight made 
a statement in which he takes the credit for 
the murders of four other women and girls, 


‘ene of them being his second. wife. 


Every one of them he choked to death. In 
all cases except one he used his hands, and 
that time he wound a towel around his vic- 
tim’s neck. The tragedies in which he says 


he took part are well known to the police in 


the cities where they took place, but were 
leng ago dismissed as mysteries. . 
May ‘ell More. 

Unless prevented by his attorney, it ts 
thought that Knapp will make further con- 
fessions. He is now suspected of strangling 
three women at Evansville, Ind., and to have 
killed women elsewhere. He was in the Cin- 
cinnafi House of Refuge when 17 years old, 
and new records are being discovered almost 
hourly. 

* Knapp’s confession, which was sworn to 
before Mayor Bosch, is as follows: 

“On Jan. 21, 1804, I killed Emma Littleman 
in a lumber yard in Gest street, Cincinnati. 
On Aug. 1, 1804, I killed May Hckert, in Wal- 
nut street, opposite the Y. M. C. A., in Cin- 
cinnati. On Aug. 7, 1894, I killed my wife, 
Jennie Connors Knapp, under the canal 


_bridge in Liberty street, Cincinnati, and 


threw her into the canal. In Indianapolis, in 
July, 1805, I killed lda Gebhard. On Dec. 22, 
1902, I killed my wife, Annie Knapp, at 339 
South Fourth street, in Hamilton, and threw 
her into the river out by Lindenwald. This 
is the truth. ALBERT KNAPP. 
“I make this statement by my own free 
will and not by the request of any officer or 
any one else. ALBERT KNAPP.” 


Goes Into Details. — 


After his confession Knapp admitted that 
he had repeatedly attacked women and killed 
some of them. He said: 


“I met the [Attleman child in the lumber 


yard, and choked her to death when she made 
an outcry. I went into the room with the 
Beckert girl, and sat down with her. She 
cried, and I strangled her with a towel and 
hurried from the house. , 
~~“ was mad at my wife, Jennie Conno 
Knapp, when I killed her. We were walk- 
ting along Liberty street. I sat her down 
under the bridge and choked her to death 
I deny that I poisoned her. I never told any 
one I did. After she was dead I threw the 
body into the canal. 


Cannot Explain Motive. 


“Ida Gebhardt I killed, but my memory 
is not clear as to what I did. I cannot tell 
what made me kill these people. I could 
not help it. Some kind of a desire to kill 
took hold of me, and I could not resist the 
temptation to kill. I never felt any remorse, 
only a feeling of satisfaction when I knew 
that they were dead. I am sorry for my 


crimes, but now I hope they will be easy 


- with me.”’ 


Knapp late tonight said he was never mar- 
ried to Hannah Goddard, for whose murder 
he is now held here. He says that she was 
jealous of Mary Eckert, and that Hannah 
Goddard prompted him to murder her. He

woman's hands while he choked her to death 
with a towel. This conflicts with Knapp’'s 
prior statement regarding the strangling of 
Mary Eckert, but he is mixed in other state- 
ments. 

The men who have been dredging the Miami 
river for the body of Hannah Goddard to- 
night got as far as Venice, ten miles below 
the city, without results, and the search may 
‘be abandoned. In that event it is probable 
he cannot be held here, as the only evidence 
against him is his own conflicting state- 
ments. If he is not held here he will be taken 
either to Cincinnati or Indianapolis, where 
there are cases of record for indictment. As 
he could be transferred to Cincinnati without 
requisition papers it is likely he will be taken 
there. 

After the confessions a formal charge of 
murder in the first degree was filed. Attor- 
ney C. E. Tenney of Cincinnati was allowed 
to see Knapp, and told him to make no fur- 
ther statement. Knapp was surprised that 
his people had secured a lawyer for him. 
He talks much of the Pearl Bryan murder, 
and is afraki of being lynched. Despite as- 
surances of no danger of lynching, he does 
not want to be taken from the fail. 


Says Emma Stubbs Is Alive. 

In regard to Emma Stubbs. whose fate had 
beén overlooked, Knapp declares that she is 
still alive and is now in Louisville, Ky. He 
says she got a divorce from him and that 


he lost track of her, except that he heard 


that she was there. 

.Another chapter was added to Knapp’s 
confessed career tonight, when he asserted 
that he was implicated in several holdups 
here last December. Every doctor who has 
seen Knapp here agrees that he is a norma] 
pervert=similar to Jack the Ripper,”’ except 
that he finds satisfaction in choking women 
and children. | 

When he was convicted of the Drapier 
crime, Sheriff Womack gained his enmity. 
His barn was recently burned. Al! Board-

Doubt Part of Story. 

Evansville, Ind., Feb. 26.—The local police 
do not believe Knapp had anything to do 
with the murder of the three women stran- 
gied to death here in 1901. Policeman Sher- 
well was indicted for all three crimes. He 
was acquitted of two and the third is still 
pending. There is no evidence that Knapp 
wae ever in Evansville. 


Writes to Fourth Wife. 

Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 26 —Anna Gamble, 
the fourth wife of Albert A. Knapp, received 
a letter from her husband today. from ita 
tone Knapp expects to be sent to the peni- 
tentiary for life It reads as follows:

Toledo, O., Feb. 26.—[Special.]~—Ten masked 
men, evidently carrying aut a carefully ma- 
tured plan to secure $20,000 supposed to be 
hidden in the house of Christian Joehlin at 
Ironville, near here, beat and tortured with 
fire and otherwise maltreated the entire 
household for five hours. The robbers se- 
cured only $300, which they divided while 
they. drank to excess from a supply of liquor 
they found in the cellar during the five hours 


Stx grown persons were subjected to all 
sorts of violence to force them to reveal the 
hiding place of the money, and two children 
were tied in their beds and beaten. 

Mr. Joehlin was knocked down and badly 
used up in his fight {In defense of his home, 
while Mrs. Joehlin and the little children 
were beaten, bound, and gagged, as were the 
other inmates of the house, Mr. and Mrs. 


Jacob Joehlin, parents of the head of the 


family; John Anderson, an employé, and a 
brother of Mrs. Joehlin. They were all at 
times clubbed into insensibility. 


Fire Applied to Children’s Bed. 

The muzzle of a revolver was forced into 
the mouth of Mr. Joehlin and the bedding 
upon which Mrs. Joehlin and children were 
bound was set on fire in an effort to extort 
more money from the family. They even 
bound, and gagged, and beat a 3 year old 
boy and 18 months old baby. 

The burglars remained in the h from 
midnight until 4 o'clock in the morning 
feasting and dividing up their booty. 


It was after 11 o’clock when the family 
heard some one battering on the kitchen 
door. Christian Joehlin got up and started 


out into the dining room. By this time the 
men were inside the kitchen and were break- 
ing into the dining room. 


Head of House Knocked Dawu. 

The robbers burst through the panel of the 
door, and Mr. Joehlin fought them as they 
entered. They struck him on the head with 
clubs, and he fell in the doorway leading 
into the bedroom. Several of them held and 
tied him, while ag rushed upstairs, and 
were met by John Anderson, who was soon 
cverpowered and tied to his bed. They then 
beat and bound Mrs. Joehlin and Mr. Joeh- 
lin’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. Jacob Joehlin, 
and Mr. Joehlin’s brother. : 


Children Almost 

The little ones, Amania, aged 18 months, 
and Herman, aged 8, were in bed with their 
mother, and they were tiei. The Ittle girl 
cried and they put a pillcw over her face 
and beat her to make her ‘top crying. The 
little boy was tied hand and ‘oot, although 
only 3 years old and unabie to ab hnytnine. 
His hand is badly hurt. 

The men threatened the fomi'+ with every 
sort of brutality. They said they nad been 
watching this place for several weeks and 
knew there was money hidden away. After 
getting all the money in the house, only 
$300, they tried to extort move. said 
they wanted $20,000, but they did not get it. 


Pistols and Torghes Used. 

They forced revolvers into the mouth of 
Joehlin and then scorched the bed where 
the children were with torches in an effort 
to force the parents to divulge the hiding 
place of more money. They also thrust a 
torch in Christian Joehlin’s face to make him 


show where the larger sum of money was 
hidden. 
After tearing up the mattresses, the chil- 


dren's clothing, carpets, and the like they 
‘prepared to feast and count their money. 
They found some wine in the cellar. They 
acted deliberately about the matter. They 
counted the money and divided it among 
themselves, and about 4 o’clock went away, 
after having continually abused the family. 

The authorities have a fairly good descrip- 
tion of the men. 


RUSSIAN CONSUL IS MURDERED. 


Albanians Kill Czar’s Agent at Mitro- 
vitza—End of Long and Bit- — 
ter Struggle. |

CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. 26.—M. Rulong, 
the Russian consul at Mitrovitza, Albania, 
has been murdered by Albanians. The con- 
sulate was established in 1902 in the face of 
the bitter and persistent opposition of the 
inhabitants, who tore up the railroad be- 
tween Mitrovitza and Vuchitru, and did not 
allow the consulate to be opened until they 
had been overpowered by a strong force of 
troops, who reduced two villages near Mitro- 
vitza to ashes.

Mrs. Henry Spencer Extracts Bullets 
from Husband’s Revolver to Prevent 
Him Killing Any One—He Fires Six 

‘Times at Alleged Swindler Without 
Causing a Scratch—Suspect Is Cap- 
tured, However, and Is Said te Be 

Leader of Gang of Thieves. 


Because his wife had substituted blank 
cartridges for the bullets with which his 
revolver usually was loaded, Henry Spencer 
failed to kill a man who was being chased 
by detectives last evening. The fugitive was 
Joseph Hodowin, accused of defrauding the 
Henneberry Book company, 556 Wabash ave- 
nue, for which Spencer is cashier. , 

Four electric motors, valued at $1,000, had 
been secured by a gang of which Hodowin 
is said to be the leader. The motore are the 
property of the Chicago Edison company, and 
were removed by supposed employés of that 
concern, to be repaired. Later it developed 
that the orders presented by the men had 
been forged. 


Bullets Taken from Revolver. 

Detectives Shaughnessy and Murray ofthe 
Maxwell street station learned that three 
men living on the west side had secured the 
motors, and Spencer, who had received the 
forged orders, accompanied the detectives to 
identify the supposed thieves. Mrs. Spencer 
begged her husband not to go, and, without 
his knowledge, substituted blank cartridges 
in his revolver for the regular loads. 

At De Koven and Jefferson streets the de 
tectives met Hodowin, whom Spencer at once 
identified as one of the men. Hodowin ran 
away and Spencer drew his revolver and 
fired six shots at the man. Hodowin was 
overtaken by Murray and found to be unin- 
jured. Later, Thomas Lahey, Albert Zoulek, 
and Otto Uher were arrested, charged with 
being accomplices of Hodowin. The motors 
were not recovered. 


Pickpockets on Cable Train. 

Detected trying to steal a watch from a 
passenger on a Clark street cable train, two 
pickpockets caused much excitement In a 
crowded car when they knocked down the 
conductor, who had attempted to capture 
them. The men jumped from the car at 
Indiana street and escaped. William 
Michaels, the conductor, says the men 
boarded the car at the tunnel fn La Salle 
street and that he saw them attempt to take 
a man’s watch. 


PISTOL FIGHT IN DARK ROOM 


AND EGYPTIAN IS WOUNDED. 


Police Protect a Peddler from an Angry 
Crowd and Then Are Obliged to Ex- 


change Bullets yith Him. ' 


A pistol battle in a dark room was fought 
last night between Policemen John O'Con- 
nor and John Lenahan on one side and M. 
Mastoffa, an Egyptian peddler and fortune 
teller, on the other. Mastoffa was wounded 
in the neck. 

The trouble started in the saloon of Joseph 
Mattrans, 152 Sherman street, when the 
Egyptian ran into the place shouting “ Re- 


venge!"’ and fired four revolver shots at a.

Constables Bite, Ford, and Kennelly were 
also arrested for charging illegal fees.

' There was an investigation into the con- 
duct in office of Prosecuting Attorney E. V. 
Emrick, and testimony was taken to ascer- 
tain whether the act of the county commis- 
sioners in borrowing $50,000 on their per- 
sonal security for the use of the county con- 
tained any criminal element, but both cases 
were ignored. 


Two Physicians Involved. 

Among those who are indicted and not arn 
rested is Dr. Carl Proegler, county health 
commissioner, who is charged with public 
intoxication. Dr. John W. Kannell is also 
under indictment for manslaughter, charged 
with bringing about the death of a woman 
patient through criminal carelessness and 
ignorance in the performance of @ surgical 
operation. 

There are also two indictments against 
William Meyer, a former county auditor, 
whose resignation was forced by his bonds- 
men two years ago on account of a shortage 
that was discovered in his office. Meyer is 
a resident of Chicago and represents a hat 
manufacturing concern located in the east. 
He is also under indictment for embezzling 
the funds intrusted to him as president of 
the Western Baseball association in 1901. 


‘ Minor Indictments Numerous. 

The indictments under which no arrests 
have be¢n made do not include any impor- 
tant cases, embracing: only gamblers and 
violations of the liquor laws. The grand 
jury was in sesston two weeks and a special

guard against the charge of corruption on 
the part of the regular prosecutor.

FRANCE NEEDS $50,000,000. 


Chamber of Deputies Compelled to Make

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UNFAIR. TO SECRETARY ROOT. 

Senator Hoar was not quite fair to Secre- 
tary Root in his remarks about the negro 
problem last Monday. The senator assumed 
that the secretary liad said that “ recon- 
struction and the'achievements of the war 
had been a failure” so far-as the blacks in 
the south are concerned. The man of straw 
which the senator set up he demolished with 
ease. He called attention triumphantly to 
the fact that slavery has been abolished. 
The negro cannot be prevented from work- 
ing where he pleases. It can no longer be 
madé a crime for him to learn to read the 


| bible. 


Secretary Root did not say that emancipa- 
tion had been a failure, but that negro cuf- 
frage had been, so far as the negroes in the 
southern states are concerned. It was for 
their benefit that the fifteenth amendment 
was adopted. It is plain to a]l men that in 
most of the southern states the negro has 
been uhable to keep that ballot which the 
fifteenth amendment gave him. The hopes 
of its authors have been frustrated, and 
Secretary Root did not go astray when he 
said so. Senator Hoar indirectly admitted 
the truth of the secretary’s contention. He 
said that in three of the old southern states 
——-Maryland, Delaware, and West Virginia 
— the political and constitutional rights of 
the negro are as much respected as they are 


-in Massachusetts, He did not refer to the 
_etate of affairs in South Carolina, Alabama, | 


and other old slave states. 

Since Senator Hoar misunderstood so 
completely, the plain statement of the sec- 
retary of war, others may have done so. It 
should be distinctly understood that Mr. 
Root did not say that no progress had been 
made towards the solution of the negro 
problem, or that the civil war had achieved | 
nothing for the negro. All he said was tHat 
the hopes entertained thirty-five years ago 


opposed to a change. They prefer greatly 
the system which makes all the employés 
of the state the servants of the politicians 
who contro] the machinery of the party 
which is in power. Such men would be ex- 
tremely well pleased if they could: say to 
their constituents after the adjournment of 
the legislature that they favored a civil 
service law but could aecomplish nothing 
because the men who said they were most 
in favor of legislation could not agree among 
themselves.

The administration of state in- 
stitutions should be centralized. That would 
promote economy and efficiency. At the 
same time the general assembly creates a 
central governing body it should enact a 
civil service law, in order that that board 
may not be the political right hand of a 
governor and little else. The spoils method 
of managing state institutions will gain 
much in efficiency and simplicity when one 
set of men established: at the state capital 
take the place of numerous sets of men 
working at a distance from the capital. 
The movement in the direction of cen- 


tralization of control ‘of state institutions 


is another reason why the merit system 
should be adopted, It hardly will be unless 
the men who are prepared to vote for it

Until a few years ago it was 
thought that it was simply a piece of embryonal tissue which had no function, but re- 
cently it has been discovered that like the thyroid and supreremal glands, the entire sys- 
tem is immediately affected when it becomes diseased. 

In the disease known as acromegaly or giantitis it has been learned that the abnormal 
enlargement of the hands and feet is due simply to a slightly diseased condition of the

nese-Japan demand for flour continues to in- 

crease for three years those nations will 
take every bushel of wheat raised for ex- 
port om the entire coast. His investigations

General Tendency of Cash, Bonds, and
